feeding- 


station brought us advice promptly. 
It came from half a dozen quarters 
— but the advice was the same. 
J^Vhat we had reported was that 
sunflower seed was supposed to be 
an ideal diet for cardinals because 
they loved it and the 
sparrows, 


scourge 
of every feeding-station, 


had a hard time cracking it. But 
our 
backyard 
laboratory 
test 


over a couple of years showed that 
thf sparrows, rendered 
desperate 


and inventive by the disappearance 
of 
the 
common horse, 
have 


developed a penchant for cracking 
and 
eating 
sunflower seed 
in 


'jJ?6digious amounts. Not daring to 
risk 
combat with the 
pdwerful 


cardinal and his murderous beak 
on the narrow platform of the feed- 
ing-station the sparrows skillfully 
scatter the seed over a wide area 
on the ground — and 
everybody 


takes his luncheon picnic style, the 
cardinal included. 


Now folks tell me that the solu- 


tion is to feed kernel corn, which 
the sparrows can't crack. I was 


•' Ifbm'petently advised at the begin- 
ning that this is true, and I used 
some corn the first year. But th? 
sparrows weren't above destroying 
that which they couldn't eat. They 
cleaned out the feeder-station then 
as now —and flew off in a rage. 


I had corn all over the yard — 


and no crowd and no fights at the 
feeder-station. 


This way it's more interesting. 


And I've yet to see a cardinal, big 
,^pr> he is, catch a sparrow off guard. 
The cardinal could kill 'em if he

that wrecked 


Commonwealth Building a n d 
Loan Association, none of its 
9,000 investors lost a dime. 


Their savings accounts in the 


institution ranged from a few 
dollars up to $70,000. Ninety- 
eight per cent of the investors 
had less than $10,000 in their 
accounts. 


Shortages 
totaling 
almost 


three million dollars were dis- 
covered at Commonwealth in 
December, .Wnie 
jMangrum, 


the association's assistant sec- 
retary - treasurer, has pleaded 
guilty to indictments alleging 
embezzlement of more 
than 


one million dollars. She will be 
sentenced June 25. Other in- 
dictments on which she 
has 


not been arraigned, 
alleged 


emblezzlement of $2,884,000. 


The 
fact that 
Common- 


wealth's shareholders did not 
lose any of their money is at- 
tributed to these three factors: 


1. Commonwealth maintained 


reserves of almost $2,200,000, 
more than double legal require- 
ments. 
Commonwealth's 
major as- 


sets and liabilities were taken 
over, at the same time it was 
placed in receivership, by an- 
other Norfolk institution, Home 
Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation. 


3. Commonwealth's contest- 


ed assets were purchased by 
the Federal Savings and Loan 
Insurance Corp., which pitch- 
ed in $100,000. The insurance 
corporation is the U. S. govern- 
ment agency that insures up 
to $10,000 each account in sav- 
ings and loan associations.

Etter, Jr., of Washington reports that the town has acquired title 
to the corner lot bordering State Highway No. 4 where the ,old 
structure stood, plus adjacent property, and plans to develop a 
tourist attraction with a replica of the old tavern, which dates back 
to the eariy 1800's, 
. 


Washington's most famous existing structure is the Civil War 


State Capitol, which was restored under supervision of the Arkansas 
Commemorative Commission, and for which Mrs. Roxie Redmond 
acts as part-time hostess. The Washington restoration work traces 
back to the ceaseless efforts of Mrs. Charlean Moss Williams, noted 
Washington and Hempstfad county historian, who now lives at El 
Dorado. 


And the capitol restoration is already producing tourist re- 


sults. 
Since the registration book was opened September 1, 1954, 


a total of 4,980 persons have stopped off in Washington to go through 
the historic building. They came from 30 states, Canada, Hawaii, 
Puerto Rico, and Australia.

Baptist Urged 
to Ibep Quiet 
on Segregation

KANSAS CITY I/PI — The South- 


ern Baptist Convention was urged 
today to keep quiet oh the 'racial 
segregation issue. 


Dr. Casper C. Warren of Char- 


lotte, N. C., in a prepared presi- 
dential address opening the four- 
day meet, reminded the conven- 
tion that two years ago it 
ap 


proved the United States Supreme 
Court decision 
banning segrega- 


tion in public schools. He warned: 


"Open defiance of the constitu- 


tional principle will endanger our 
foreign mission 
work throughout 


35 areas of the earth and play 
right into the hands of the Com- 
munists, who will welcome. the 
privilege of ridiculing not only our 
democratic form of government 
but the type of Christianity which 
seeks to win the world." 


Congress Is 
Urged to Hike 
Postal Rates

WASHINGTON Wt—The 
House 


Post Office Committee called on 
Congress today to face up to a 
$l,000-a-minute postal 
deficit 
by 


enacting higher mail rates. 


A committee report said 
the 


average annual deficit of the Pest 
Office Department is running about 
460 million dollars. 


"The fact is we are losing $1,000 


a minute," the report said, and 
added: 


"The committee recognizes that 


continued delay (in enacting rale 
boosts) will not solve the fiscal 
problems of the Post Office de- 
partment." 


The committee has approved a 


till to raise rates on first, second 
and 
third class 
mail. The in- 


creases have been asked by the 
administration. As recommended 
by the committee, the boosts would 
add an estimaed 432 million dol- 
lars a year to postal revenues. 


The committee report on the 


bill was made available to a re- 
porter today after its filing with 
the House clerk. It will be pub- 
lished generally later. 


House leaders have been silent 


on the chances of a postal rate 
increase this year. 


But yesterday Rep. McCprmack 


(D-Mass), majority leader, said 
preliminary results 
from

among Democratic House n>ern- 
bers showed 
"strong 
feeling" 


against raising tthe price of a let- 
ter stamp from 3 to 4 cents. 


The cornmitec's bill

Senate Passage 
Assures Huge 
Road Program

WASHINGTON UPI-- Senate pas- 


sage of the highway bill early to- 
day assured the nation of mam- 
moth program of road construction 
aimed at roping with the ever- 
swelling flow of motor traffic. 


Passage 
came 
after midnight. 


Weary senators shouted 
approval 


of the measure- that would sot in 
motion the grcataest 
peacetime 


Federal building program in 
his- 


tory. The Senate finished work on 
the bill at a session th;it ran 14 
liours and 15 minutes—the longest 
so far this year. 


Before adjourning for a Memori- 


al Day holiday, the Seriate named 
its confevpes to meet with those 
from the House to hammer out a 
compromise hill. 


This wa.-! expected to br. done 


without too much difficulty, since 
both branches are agreed OP auth- 
orizing a vast expansion of federal 
funds for roads, along with new 
gasoline and other taxes to help 
pay for them. 


The legislation will give Presi- 


dent Eisenhower a highway pro- 
gram of about the size he 
has 


been asking. But Congress 
last 


year rejected his plan for financ- 
ing much of the new spending with 
special bond issues. Instead, both 
houses approved taxes designed to 
do the work on « pay-as-you-build 
basis. 


Key senators who will serve on 


the Senate-House conference com- 
mittee said in separate interviews 
they believed groundwork already 
had been laid for settling the ma- 
jor difference with the House. 


This involves the controversial 


question of how to divide among 
the states 25 billion dollars i nfed- 
eral money to be spent on the 40,-

Stevenson 212,217 
Kefauver 204,819 
In the Republican primary, bar- 


ren of any real competition, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower 
toppled Sen. 


William F. Knowland of California 
without trying. Knowland, on his 
IJart, made no effort to campaign 
or win. 


GOP results from 1,346 of the 


1,778 
precincts showed: 


Eisenhower 
37,777, 
Knowland 


1,885. 


Stevenson finally wrapped up his 


squak - through victory in 
the 


early morning hours, in one of the 
tightest presidential px-imarics in 
recent history, 


Most of the way the ballot count- 


ing was a see-saw affair, 
with 


Stevenson up one monent and Ke- 
fauver the next. 


For Stevenson, the major prize 


was 22 of the 28 Florida voles dt 
the Democratic National Conven- 
tion in August. But 
the 
voters 


handed them over with no great 
outpouring of enthusiasm, and a 
switch of a new thousand votes 
could have put most of them in 
Kefauver's pocket.
